HIS STRUCGLES POR TARIFF 
REFORM ENDORSED BY 
LIBERALS AND CON- 

SERVATIVES. — 


Speeches by Mayor Grayson, and 
Messrs. Watson, Ross.

A meeting was held on Monday in 
the Town Hall to hear Mr. Davin give 
an acconant of his stewardship. It was 
@ magnificent meeting, mainly of ferm- 
ers, some of whom had come from the 
most distant part of this district. On 
the motion of Mr. Baker Mayor Gray- 
eon was moved to the chair.~(cheers). 

The Mayer, in introducing Mr. 
Davin, said he was not one of his sup- 
porfers. Atthe same time he was 
always glad tohearhim. They alwavs 
heard him with pleasure. As they had 
not heard from him for some time it 
was meat he shoald come, and he had 
ad doubt he was full of new idens as he 
always was. He (Mr. Grayson) might 
pot agtee with him, butas he always 
had some original views he liked to 
hear him. He would now call on Mr. 
Davin. 

Mr. Davin on coming forward was 
received with cheers. He said he was 
not certain whether Mr. Grayson view 
him with favour or not, but of this he 
was quite sure, te was not what one 
would call a zealous supporter, (iaugh- 
ter). He felt great pleasure in mect- 
ing his constituents of the Moose Jaw 
District, ani he was greatly pleased to 
see so lurge an assembly. The great 
quedtion before them and before the 
country was 

TARISP REFORM. 

In 1892 he had urged on the govern 
ment certain changes in the tariff which 
he thought would have relicved the 
farmer considerably, and to which he 
thought he was entiticd from the point 
of view of justice, and he thought be 
had persuaded Mr. Foster, so fully wae 
he convinced of this that when he went 
into the bye-elections to help to win 
them he told the farmers that certainly 
the duty on binder twine would be 
removed, and last session, they would 
remember, he said in speaking on Mr. 
Mulock’s motion that he felt he had 
-the previous year helpto win a few 
elections by something like false pre- 
tences. When he went to Ottawa last 
January the ‘first thing he did was to 
put the following motion on the paper 
which had appeared on the second day 
of the session : “That it is the opinion 
of this House that the duty on barbed 
wire, agricultural implementa, coal oil 
and cottons should be reduced so a4 to 
give no more than reasonabls protec- 
tion, and thet the duty on binder twine 
should be abolished.” He had framed 
that resolution looking at what seemed 
to him the needs of the farmer, and it 
was a remarkabié thing that the peti- 
tions presented from all sides, by farm- 
ers in various districts, by the Patrons 
of Industry, asked practically for what 
he asked. The farming community 
was, in his opinion, the backbone of a 
country, and you could not haves truly 
prosperous country unless you had 
prosperous, or at least comfortable and 
well-to-do farmers, (cheers). Now you 
could not by weans of duties protect 
the farmer, especially the farmer in the 
west, because he produces a surplus 
and the market which regulates the

an unhealthy state. In fact these 
millionaires had gota good deal of 
their gold out of the farmers’ pocket, 
and when the Carnegies and the Mas- 
sey’s built churches and gave donations 
of $190,000 to institutions of culture 
it came in great psrt out of the pockets 
cf the farmer ; and when these mil‘ion- 
aires went over to Paris and their 
Wives got so proud that they could not 
live in acity of the new world, and 
their daughters must buy impoverished 
princes, and hairs to Marquisates and 
Dukedoms, and luxury sumptuous, 
wild and wanton was indalged in in 
European Capitals.

Three years’ cuitiration and residence 
during which period the settler may nod he 
abeent for more than six months in ary ene 
year without forfeiting theentry. 


2. Residence for two years and nine menthe 
anywhere within two miles of the homestead 
quarter section, and afterwards actual resi:!- 
ence ina habitable house wpon thehomestead 
foz three months next prior to spplication 
for patent, Under this system 30 acres ues 
be broken the first year after entry, 15 at- 
ditional in the second, and 15 in the third 
year; 10 acrento be in crop the secoud year 
and 25 acres the third ycur. 


3. The five years’ eystem under wiiich o 
settler may reside anywhere for tie firet two 
years (hut must perfect his entry by com- 
mencing cultivation within siz monthe after 
the date thereof,) breaking five acres the 
first year, cropping those 5 acres and break- 
ing 10a res additional the second year, and 
also building a habitable house befure the 
end of thesecond year. The settler muse 
commerce actual residence on the homestead 
at Sheexpiration of two yeurs trom the date 
of entry, and thereaftet reside upon and cul- 
tivate his homestead for at least siz mouthe 
in each of the three next encceeding yeare.
